For the first time in 53 years Lincoln County backed 
the Liberal party and elected to the Federal House, 39-year- 
old Harry P. Cavers, barrister of the City of St. Catharines. 


For the Liberal Party it was their greatest political 
triumph in the history of the Dominion, a nd the Conservati 
stronghold of Lincoln was only one of several Tory consti- 
tuencies to fall beneath the wheels of the Liberal avalanehe. 


Monday's election was featured by the record vote, 
which speaks highly of the intelligenc of the Canadian 
people, who in exercising their valued privilege not only gave 
the Liberals an overwhelming majority, but reduced the 
C.C.F. party to a mere shadow. In Lincoln Allan Schroeder 
and Howard Prentice, C.C.F. and Independent candidates re- 
spectively, both lost their $200.00 deposits. Mr. Schroeder 
polled only 86 ballots in the Town of Grimsby, and 80 in North 
Grimsby Township. 


In Grimsby, Mr. C. Bruce Hill, Progressive Conser- 
vative candidate, held a majority of 103 votes over Cavers, 
while in the Township of North Grimaby Mr. Hill's margin 
was narrowed to a majority of only six votes.
